Itflnlnsr I>imcnltles Overcome.
A FLUMB VFIPTEKN MILES LONG BCILT IN* TEN*

WEEKS.METUOD OF CONSTRUCTION.
A Nevuda parer describes a fifteen-mile

flume which has just, been completed in that
State at a cost of a quarter of a million dol¬
lars. It is intended to supply several mill*
and mines owned by its proprietors with tbe
timber and fuel they need. These mills and
mines consume about 40,000 °f wood
per ycir, and as fire-wood costs frocov
gl2 per cord, and timber from s>-- to MP"
1,000 feet, a tir^nt saving is expected. The
engineering "difficulties consisted mainly,
of course, in tbe mountainous character
of the country. Even tn the foot-bills,
where to find a good course would -eero
un easy matter, the ground is broken by
crulcbes and steep declivities, with outlets
running at right angles to the direction of
the flume. At some points tbe great canons
have made the matters of grade aud turn
problems of serious difBculty, only to be
overcome by engineering skill and high and
heavy trestle-work. Tbe country was almost
unknown because of Its height, and the en-,
gioeer bad to trust entirely to his sagacitj
and professional experience The flume

! commences in the Truckee Meadows at
I Huff iker's station. Thence it extends ac.s*'

tbe valley and foot-hills in a southwesterly d -

reclion lor five miles. The course then
1 changes to the northwest to the base of the

mountains, a distance of eight miles. From
the foot of tbe mountains tbe flume winds
un through the gorges and canous ona£ average grade of sixteen inches
to sixteen feet. The sharpest fall is
three feet in six, which, however, is only
for 200 feet. The grade above this fall isgrad^llj acwnimodated so that tbe foree of
the descent, is much diminished. The flume
is of the V shape, made of 24-inch planks
two iicbes in thickness, and has a capacity
of at least 000 cords of fire-wood per daj,
or of 500,0*0 leet of tinber. In several re¬
spects it- differs trom 'any flume yet con
strutted, and has been rather more expen¬
sive in consequence, as it is in'.euded to las-t
at least twelve years. To gain a uniform
"rade (an indispensable requisite in ^o pre¬
cipitous a country, where heavy timber h o
be floated,) it was found necessary to build
the flume on trestle-work and striugers from
one end to the other. The trestle-work,
which in some places is forty-eight leet high,I substantial enougb to support a narrow-lau^e railroad, it being thoroughly braced
ron'-Uudinally and across, so that no break
can3 extend kirthc-r than the length ot
a sin^le box.sixteen feet. All the main sup¬port? which are five leet apart, are brmlylet in mud-sills. To complete tliisfl^h^taken ten weeks. In that time all tbe irestle-
wrtrk stringers, and boxes have been put
in place The method of construction bas
been simple and rapid.

LOCAL MATTERS.
Statk Property in Riciimonp.How iT

was Acquired..There lias been always
sorap mystery as to the source from wblcto
ttie 6fale procured tb? Capitol Square and
other property owned by her In Richmond.
In 3860 the Attorney-General was directed
to investigate and report on tbe same, but by
reason of the war shortly breaking out no¬
thing was done by him, and tbe matter res*rd
until the present summer. Strange to say,in the archives of the Government there was
no record which would show what property
was owned by the State, and tbe idea pre-
vailed that the Capitol Square and Armory
property were donations to the State, with
reservations that when these properties
should cease to be used for pubiic purposesthey should revert to the donors or their
heir?. Some said that Colonel Byrd, others
tint James Gunn, some that Parson Bnchin-
an, others tuat Dr. Turpin, bad presented
the grounds now enclosed and known as tbe
Capitol Square. But a recent examination
made by Colonel Bassett French, under
authority of tbe Executive, 9bows conclu¬
sively that tbe title of tbe State was neither
acquired by gift or purchase, but by tbe px-
ercise of tbe right of eminent domain. a con¬
demnation under a writ of ad quod damnum.

In 1779 the House of Burgesses ordered
tbe removal of tbe seat of government from
Williamsburg to Richmond, and appointed
certain commissioners, known as "Directors
of Public Buildings," to select u suitable
site in Richmond west ot Shockoe creek for
tbe public buildings, .and directed tbem to
have the same condemned to tbe use of .the
State, declaring that upon the execution of
the writ and us return to the clerk of the
County Court of Henrico the rights of tbe
proprietors should be divested and trans¬
ferred to the State in absolute dominion, any
want of consent or capacity to give consent
notwithstanding. This was in 1779. The
court-bouse of Henrico, with Its records,
was destroyed in 1781, and tbe proceedings
under tbe writ of ad quod damnum cannot
now be found; but by reference to the Ex¬
ecutive journals, tbe journals of tbe General
Assembly, and tbe Auditor's office, enough
has been found that as to seventeen of tne
twenty-six lots embraced intbepublicsquare
the 44 Directors of Public Buildings " pursued
their instructions to condcmn, and that tbe
values ascertained by tbe jury were paid to
those respectively entitled to them. An ex¬
hausting search has not developed to whom
tbe remaining nine lots belonged, but from
tneir several locations in tbe preserit square
it is beyond reasonable dispute that they
were obtained in a similar manner. Tbe
great trouble lias arisen from tbe destruction
of the public rccords; and when we remem¬
ber that nnuy were actually destroyed by
Arnold, and that others were hauled in open
wagons from Richmond to Charlottesville,
across to Bedford, and again to Richmond;
and that in more recent years tbe public
ofBces iti tbe Capitol were used as cook-shops
by the Federals, tjie wonder is -that anythingis" left to afford information as to tbe revolu¬
tionary period. This trouble was aggravated
by The fact that the earlier journals of the
Assembly were not Indexed, requiring a

tbuiubing page by page. Tbe Armory pro¬
perty is not involved in such mystery. The
record* of tbe District Court in which tbe
proceedings of condemnation were had were

destroyed in April, 1805; but tbe Auditor's
olhce shows the payments of the valuation
to the original proprietors. Tbe land on
which tbe public warehouse was built was
obtained by puYcbase at different periods, as
were the grounds included within the Peni¬
tentiary property.
A Lunatic Badly Beaten..Very late
